Remembering Old Snort...

The time had to be in the very early part of 
the year that the city of Sierra Madre really did 
itself right proud. The volunteer fire department 
acquired a beautiful red fire engine that years later 
was to become known as ‘‘Old Snort.” 

A short time later, the Saturday night air was 
filled with jubilation and pulveri/ed Lu.x soap Hakes 
(dance wax). The firemen were holding a street 
dance in Kersting Court in front of the old depot. 

In the following years it would be allectionately 
referred to as ‘‘the Firemen’s Brawl.” At age 6 I 
enjoyed the merriment from the sidelines as I 
clutched my father’s hand. 

A couple of years before he left us, our dear 
friend, Jim Ucasley Sr., and I were recalling the 
first time they took the 192I chain-drive American 
LaFrance on its initial test run. Someone mis¬ 
judged the water pressure. Consequently and 
luckily, it was one of the smaller hoses that whipped 
around, claiming its lirst victim, George Kay, my 
little Japanese neighbor, who was sitting on the 
curb, watching the show. The result was a broken 
ankle and a lO-day stay in the hospital, which 
was two doors south of Highland on the east 
side of Baldwin. 

‘‘Old Snort” was housed in Milton J. “Shorty” 
Steinberger’s Garage, which ran from Windsor Lane 
east, half-way to the bend that starts Kersting Court 
on the north side of Sierra Madre Blvd. I was 
always fascinated when at closing time. Shorty 
would reach up with an iron rod and pull down 
this huge door. It was like a big guillotine coming 
straight down. Securing it, he would walk through 
a six-foot-eight door within the large door. 

By now the former fire-fighting apparatus, the 
picture of rejection, was gathering dust in a far 
corner of the garage. The contraption consisted of 
two five-foot buggy wheels with about 150 feet

It was always a treat for us kids to walk in to 
O.S., but we were always confronted by Shorty’s 
mechanic, a tall, sober looking man, who would 
watch us like a hawk. He would say, “You can look 
at it, but don’t touch.” He was forever dusting 
and polishing this beautiful red monster. Forty or 
so years later, I was to spend time recalling the 
good old days with Marty Graham, the mechanic, 
and the same man who used to frighten me as 
a child. He really had a great sense of humor. 

It may be news to many of the people who 
had anything to do with O.S. in later years, that 
it .started out with solid tires. The front ones were 
about four inches wide. The rear ones about 10, 
with half-inch holes through them, to cut down 
friction heat. At a mile away, if you could hear 
the engine, you could also hear the weird howl 
and hum of the tires on the asphalt pavement. In 
the late ’20s they were replace by pneumatic tires. 

One of the first fire chiefs I remember was 
Tom Henderson, a gregarious, rather handsome 
man, who seemed to have an eye for the ladies. 
He was very likeable and had a way of making the 
Friday night drills fun.

.357 magnum, was found the following day, 
Sunday, down the cliff behind Ihe Johnson 
home. Johnsem was arrested that same day and 
has been out on $50,(XX) bail. 

His preliminary hearing was continued 
iw ice. 


Health Fair starts Friday 


“RX for Good Health” the 11th annual health 
fair sponsored by Santa Anita Fashion Park and 
coordinated by Methodist Hospital and the Arca¬ 
dia Junior Woman’s Club is scheduled from 10 a.m. 
lo 9 p.m., Friday, Oct. 11; 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
Saturday, Oct. 12 and 11 a.m. to 6 p.m..

Among the many groups participating in the 
fair are two Sierra Madre-based groups, the Search 
and Rescue Team and the Civic Club.

Periodic jumaring and repelling demonstrations will 
show dramatically how care and support are gi\cn 
victims. Team demonstrations will be offered in the 
lower level of the mall adjacent to the fountain. 

The Civic Club will have a display of ven¬ 
omous animals that inhabit the local mountain 


areas. Information in the booth will explain the 
characteristics of and the difference relevant to 
poisonous and non-poisonous animals. A brief quiz 
will be offered to determine the public’s knowledge 
of these creatures inhabiting the local mountains. 
Photographic displays, printed material and some 
species will highlight the booth. 

Other areas of testing, demonstrations and ex¬ 
hibits include: child health checks, immunizations, 
till shots, oral cancer tests, blood pressure, foot 
screening, weighing and measuring, home and 
personal security, nutrition and fitness, mental 
health, scoliosis, pulmonary function, glaucoma 
screening, hearing testing, drug recognition display, 
blood sugar levels and much, much more.

• Serve drinks oniy upon request. 

• Serve normai (1 oz.) portions of iiquor 
in drinks. 

• Don’t serve individuais who appear to 
be intoxicated or impaired and don’t serve 
minors. 

• Mix the drinks yourseif or hire a bar¬ 
tender. 

• Choose protein-oriented items and rich, 
starchy foods that wiii deiay the absorp¬ 
tion of aicohoi into the biood stream. 
These inciude cheeses, seafood, eggs, 
spareribs and pizza. 

• Avoid saity snacks and sweets. 

• Offer iow caiorie foods to encourage 
the dieting drinkers to eat as weii as 
drink. 

• Ciose the bar at ieast an hour before 
the party is to end. Bring on the non- 
aicohoiic beverages -— coffee, tea and 
soft drinks — and dessert. 

• if you have a guest who becomes 
intoxicated despite your efforts, you have 
a responsibiiity to intercede and assure 
his or her safety. Offer your extra bed¬ 
room or couch. Let someone eise drive 
the person home or caii a taxi.

It is with an emotional mixture of awe, 
curiosity and love with which I write this 
article. Call it an ode to an old friend, a 
dreamer and an amateur astronomer who 
decided to pursue his dreams and point his 
telescope at the night skies and expectantly 
await the return of Halley’s comet. 

I had for awhile given up on wishing on 
shooting stars and moon gazing, let alone 
having any interest in seeing Halley’s comet. 

I had better things to do. I just couldn’t see 
what all the sudden excitement was about over 
a comet. Then I was told that this would be 
the last time I could see the famous comet, and 
that struck a nerve. It was then that I was given 
an extensive crash course on celestial bodies, 
i.e., the moon, stars, planets, and alas, comets, 
Halley’s in particular. 

It seems that Halley’s comet orbits around 
the sun nearly every 76 years. The last time 
the comet was sighted was in 1910 — long 
before 1 was born. But ancient records have 
proven that Halley’s comet has been orbiting 
the same orbit since 467 B.C. It has been the 
source for superstition, disaster, prophesy, 
conquest, and faith for all those years — 
throughout the years.

After last week’s earthquake in San Ber¬ 
nardino, I became especially interested in some 
information about pets and their ability to 
“predict” quakes. 

It was reported in Psychology Today 
(8/84) that psychobiologist Leon Otis of SRI 
International, recruited 15(X) people (pet own¬ 
ers and others connected to animals) who live 
in seismically-active areas in California, to tele¬ 
phone whenever their animals acted strangely. 

Based on the reports from the partici¬ 
pants, Otis was able to accurately predict 
seven earthquakes during a three-year period. 
Further evidence shows that Chinese experts 
averted a major disaster in 1975 when, rely¬ 
ing in part on reports of unusual animal ac¬ 
tivities, they urged people to leave the city of 
Haicheng just before a major earthquake 
struck. 

Not only can you watch your pet for 
signs of a pending earthquake, but you can 
also reduce stress through pet watching. Several 
psychiatrists and animal ecologists have found 
that blood pressure dropped when people 
petted and spoke to animals. One long-term 
study found that after one year, heart attack 
victims who owned pets, had a higher sur¬ 
vival rate than those who did not. 

Dentists and doctors often keep fish tanks 
in their waiting rooms to help patients relax. 
The Candle Corporation has begun selling 
videotapes of a fish tank with sound effects 
that it says help reduce stress (ideal for those 
folks who don’t want to clean the tank). 

Onto the subject of pet names — I’d 
like to share two exerpts from an anecdote 
which was printed in Psychology Today (8/84) 
as a response to a survey on popular pet 
names: “Everyone who has dogs calls them 
‘Rover’ or ‘Lady.’ I call mine ‘Sex.’ When 
I went on my honeymoon, I took the dog with 
me. I told the clerk I wanted a room for my 
wife and me and special room for Sex. He 
said that every room in the place was for sex. 
I said, ‘You don’t understand. Sex keeps 
me awake at night.’ The clerk said, ‘Me 
too.’ 

“Last night. Sex ran off again. 1 spent 
hours looking for him. A cop came over 
and asked, ‘What are you doing in this alley 
at 4 a.m.?’ I told him, ‘I’m looking for Sex.’ 
“My case comes up in court a week from 
next Friday.”

Open letter to the 
Planning Commission 

I think you are wise 
to review your zoning 
and development re¬ 
quirements. You appear 
to be at a crossroads- 
that will affect the over¬ 
all ambience of this city 
for the far-reaching fu¬ 
ture. 

Although 1 purchased 
property here only a year 
ago, I have been fam¬ 
iliar with Sierra Madre 
for all of my life. My 
parents used to spend 
lots of time here in the 
20’s and 30’s. My grand¬ 
father was a carpenter 
and built or worked on 
many of the finer old 
homes. So, I am not ex¬ 
actly a “newcomer.” My 
decision to buy property 
here rather than another 
nearby city was based 
not only on this fam¬ 
ily history and familiar¬ 
ity, but on another fac¬ 
tor that is very fragile 
and can be easily des¬ 
troyed — Sierra Madre’s 
unique charm. In a lo¬ 
cale that is virtually wall- 


to-wall buildings from 
Santa Barbara to San 
Diego, Sierra Madre still 
manages to maintain its 
own particular charm. It 
would be very easy to 
destroy that unique non- 
conforming charm and 
make this city look like 
every other city in Ca¬ 
lifornia. I hope you 
don’t do that. 

Progress is a necessary 
thing to keep a city vi¬ 
able. However, “prog- 
re.ss” to me does not 
mean covering every inch 
of ground with multiple 
or large buildings. There 
appears to be enough 
apartment buildings 
now. I believe your den¬ 
sity requirements need a 
very close look; 15 units 
per acre end up looking 
very crowded. The 
ground is too hilly and 
the streets are too nar¬ 
row to support the den¬ 
sity and buildings pro¬ 
posed. 

Another fact that en¬ 
ters the picture is the 
earthquake hazard. Since 
we live in an area sur¬ 


rounded by faults, it 
seems irresponsible to al¬ 
low large buildings. 

Probably one of the 
most important factors, 
if not the most impor¬ 
tant, is Sierra Madre’s 
water supply. The article 
in October 3 paper, was 
an eye-opener and points 
out a very real problem. 
It is a disgrace that the 
water system has been al¬ 
lowed to deteriorate to 
the extent exposed. That 
water system should be 
repaired and updated be¬ 
fore any new R-3 de¬ 
velopments are allowed 
to be built! The amount 
of water used by tenants 
in a 15-unit building is 
mind boggling when cal¬ 
culating showers, baths, 
dishwashers, clothes 
washers, toilet flushes, 
etc. Our independent wa¬ 
ter supply could be de¬ 
pleted in short order if 
it is not protected. 

I would like to see 
the city attract more bu¬ 
sinesses to town where 
people would come to 
shop and spend money. 


rather than attracting 
more people to live here 
in cramped quarters and 
go out of town to work, 
shop and spend money. 
One suggestion I’ve heard 
is to zone the downtown 
business district for retail 
only. There are many 
services on Sierra Mad¬ 
re Blvd., such as attor¬ 
neys, doctors, dentists, 
etc., that could maintain 
their business on side 
streets rather than the 
main street. 1 know that 
the rents are extremely 
high. However, Sierra 
Madre is blessed with 
many intelligent minds 
that could come up with 
a plan to make Sierra 
Madre attractive to more 
retail businesses. 

You have many facets 
to consider with this ma¬ 
jor item. Please keep in 
mind that your decisions 
now will have an impact 
not only on the im¬ 
mediate future, but also 
on the direction of this 
city’s growth into the 
next century.

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Teachers boycott 
school function

Pasadena Unified School District teachers boy¬ 
cotted back-to-school night in an effort to display 
angered feelings over teachers’ salaries. 

Ihe boycott was scheduled when the United 
Teachers of Pasadena and the Pasadena Unified 
School District reached an impasse over the cost 
of living raise that teachers would receive this year. 
The district offered a 4.5% across the board cost 
of living raise to teachers who were expecting a 
double digit raise when board members reported 
last year that teachers would receive a 10% raise. 

Teachers in the district are concerned due to the 
fact that they are the lowest paid teachers out of 
41 other districts in Los Angeles County. The top 
salary at this time is $31,200; however, a starting 
teacher makes about $18,000 and climbs slowly 
over the years to reach the $31,200 mark. 

The Pasadena Unified School District is losing 
competent teachers every year due to this problem 
in salaries. Neighboring districts are hiring many of 
Pasadena’s teachers because they offer better salary 
schedules. The district is also losing many of its 
younger teachers who find it very hard to live 
on the low, bottom salaries. It is hard for them to 
come out of a university with five years of course 
work behind them to only find that they make less 
than any other professionals in the area.

As they replaced the hoses back in the truck, 
he would start up a chant. “Out the window he must 
go, he must go, he must go, out the window he must 
go, he is rotten.” Just a bit of trivia, but it will 
give you an idea as to the character of the man. 

Around 1930, Shorty Steinberger had a beau¬ 
tiful Collie - Shepherd named “Bruce” who became 
the fire house dog. When that siren blew, and 
Bruce was anywhere near town, he would make 
a beeline for the fire station, and was in the front 
seat of that truck when Shorty pulled out. 

Old Snort was retired around 1957 and ended 
up 111 the park near Heaslcy Field, which was 
named after another highly respected person and 
fire chief, James Heasley Sr., who died in 1958. 

Old Snort gave many years of faithful service, 
thanks to the L.A.T.C. administered by many, 
including a long-time resident and mechanical genius, 
the late Dick Stanton. 

Old Snort lived out its last days to the con¬ 
tentment of future fire eaters, living out their fan¬ 
tasies on her old wornout shell of primative beauty.
